May 2 workshop, June 20 regular, July 6 
workshop, July 13 special meeting, September 6 
executive session, September 6 workshop and 
the September 19 regular meeting. 

PUBLIC HEARING OF PROPOSED 
ORDINANCES 

^oTl-3042| Doug Bacher, a 
representative from the MCIA (Monmouth 
County Improvement Authority), was asked to 
attend this meeting to answer public questions 
regarding the bond ordinances being voted on at 
the meeting. 

Linda Baum said she had some questions 
at the last Committee meeting regarding this 
ordinance and they still have not been answered. 
She said on page two of the ordinance, it 
mentions there is a separate series of bonds that 
can be purchased with the proceeds of this bond 
ordinance. She asked them to explain how this 
works. Mr. Bacher said they were issuing two 
sets of bonds. One set is issued to the public and 
the other to set in escrow. Mr. Fiore said Ms. 
Baum should ask her questions to the chair and 
he would direct them to Mr. Bacher. Ms. Baum 
stated that she was originally told the developer 
was to be the recipient of the bonds and they 
will assume the debt service for the bonds. She 
said the developer was to have put up some type 
of collateral to secure the bonds and then asked 
if this was so, why the second set of bonds are 
necessary. Mr. Bacher said the second set of 
bonds is used to secure the bonds that are 
actually sold to the public and will be used to 
finance the developer. He said the second set is 
issued on paper and are placed in escrow to be 
used as security for the bonds that are sold to the 
public. He said the only bonds issued will be 



those to the public. Ms. Baum asked how the 
bonds could be put into escrow if they are not 
issued. Mr. Bachman said he was not the bond 
counsel, but the bonds were placed into escrow 
to be used as security. Ms. Baum asked why the 
Township has to put up the security if the 
developer is supposed to put up the collateral. 
Mr. Bacher said the MCIA has operated this 
way for the last twenty years and that the 
County lets MCIA use this guarantee because 
the County has a AAA rating. The County needs 
to protect its credit rating so it requires the local 
government to put up a guarantee in case there 
is a default by the township or other parties. Ms. 
Baum said she was originally told that the 
private developer was to put up the collateral so 
the municipality was protected and would have 
no liability. She said it doesn't sound like how it 
was originally explained. Mr. Bacher said that is 
not exactly what he was saying. He said it was 
true that the municipality is guaranteeing the 
debt and the municipality would have to pay the 
debt if for some reason the source of revenue 
was not there. He said to protect this from 
happening, the MCIA RFP (Request For 
Proposal) would include a calculated item that 
shows the amount the developer has to put out 
that is in excess of the income earned over the 
life of the project and that amount would have 
to be put into escrow in case the developer 
defaults. He said it is possible that the Township 
can still be liable. Ms. Baum then asked if the 
term "sinking fund", that is used throughout the 
ordinance, could be explained. Mr. Bacher said 
it is a collection of debt that is put into escrow. 
He said bonds can be sold in groups that are due 
in different years. He said debt payments would 
be made every year, but only paid out when due. 
The escrow could also be used if the bonds are 
retired early. He said he was not sure if this 
would be done in this case, but it provides the 
ability to do so. Ms. Baum said she understood, 
but did not think the audience understands. Mr. 
Fiore said the questions are being answered for 
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her, not the audience. Ms. Baum said many 
people in the audience were asking her 
questions and she felt they should have them 
answered. Mr. Fiore said he asked Mr. Bacher 
to come and answer her questions, but did not 
expect her to put on a show. Ms. Baum said she 
is not putting on a show, but asking very 
legitimate questions. Mr. Fiore said he thought 
her questions were legitimate. Ms. Baum said 
her understanding of a sinking fund is that a 
loan is obtained and payments begin to be made. 
At the end of the loan there is a balloon payment 
to pay off the principal. With the sinking fund, 
the principal is being collected during the life of 
the loan so when the balloon payment comes 
due the funds are there to make that payment. 
She said this is why she asked if the bond 
principal was paid in the future, while the 
developer was making debt service payments 
that won't be used right away and can be used 
for other purposes instead of paying down the 
debt. Mr. Fiore said that is not what Mr. Bacher 
had said. Mr. Fiore then asked if Ms. Baum was 
opposed to the MCIA participation. Ms. Baum 
said she was just trying to get her questions 
answered. Mr. Fiore said she keeps asking the 
same questions over and over again and he feels 
Mr. Bacher has provided the answers. 

John Schwebel said that things are more 
complicated than they seem and wanted a better 
understanding. He asked when would the 
second series of bonds be issued. Mr. Bacher of 
the MCIA told him not to consider the second 
series. He said they are just used for security of 
the original issue of bonds. Brian Nelson, 
Township Attorney, said this option is used to 
ensure MCIA's credit rating. Mr. Schwebel said 
the municipal guarantee gives the impression 
that if things go badly, the second issue of bonds 
will kick in. Mr. Bacher said there are no 
provisions in the ordinance to issue the second 
series of bonds. Mr. Fiore said the Township 
will have more exposure if it is financed by 
itself. Mr. Bacher said the guarantee only gets 



called if there is a total default. He said it is a 
way for the MCIA to protect its' credit rating. 

Leo Christofili stated that Mr. Bacher 
said this is not an $8.6 million debt. Mr. Bacher 
said it would not be a debt unless there was a 
default. He said it is considered a guarantee of 
debt like if your son defaulted on a loan that was 
co-signed. Mr Christofili asked if the money put 
into escrow is a surplus and is it real cash 
designed to increase the rating of the borrower. 
Mr. Bacher explained that as outstanding 
principal is repaid, money in escrow will be 
paid back to the developer. Mr. Christofili asked 
who the underwriting firm and their personnel 
were. Mr. Bacher said the lead underwriter 
would be Raymond James. Mr. Christofili asked 
if it was the Raymond James located on Half 
Mile Rd. and Mr. Bacher said there is an office 
on Half Mile Rd. Mr. Christofili asked if the 
underwriter would provide the taxpayer a 
premium, which is a practice used by an 
underwriter by which they would pay a portion 
of the proceeds back to the town in order to get 
the bond contract. Mr. Nelson said the 
Township is not paying anything. Mr. Christofili 
had to stop Mr. Nelson from interrupting him so 
he could ask the question. He said no answer 
that is given is valid until the question has been 
asked. Mr. Christofili asked if the Township 
was not rebundling notes or bonds meaning 
there is no cash involved, so therefore this is all 
actuarial money. Mr. Nelson agreed and said the 
developer will be paying the capital to construct. 
Mr. Christofili then summarized by stating that 
not a single cent of cash will come from the 
taxpayer and Mr. Fiore agreed. 

No other members of the public came 
forward to voice an opinion on this ordinance. 

All Committee members voted to adopt 
this ordinance.

>011-3044| Leo Christofili said he 
noticed the three ordinances will come to about 
$24.5M and asked if any of the costs for 
issuance will affect his taxes. Mr. Fiore stated 
that they will not come out of Township taxes. 
Mr. Christofili then asked how the moving of 
real cash takes place and gets from one hand to 
another because this is not explained. Mr. Fiore 
first said that by doing it this way, even the 
design costs are being picked up by the MCIA. 
He said the MCIA will go out to bid on the 
project for a third party to sell electricity to each 
town. The Township will pay the difference 
between the cost of construction and the actual 
cost of electricity. 

No other members of the public came 
forward to voice an opinion on this ordinance. 

All Committee members voted to adopt 
this or dinance. 

|2011-3045| Melanie Elmiger asked Mr. 
Mercantante why the proposed two way Acme 
road is not in this capital improvement plan 
because it has been talked about for several 
years, deemed important many times and 
promised to be done many times. Mr. 
Mercantante, Township Administrator, said that 
the County is doing the study and it will need to 
be financed by a separate ordinance because 
there is an issue of property acquisition. Ms. 
Elmiger stated that she understood the 
Township had spoken to the land owner last 
year. Mr. Mercantante said they spoke to the 
owner over a year ago and the current capital 
improvement projects do not include land 
acquisition and will be funded in a separate 
ordinance next year. Ms. Elmiger asked if there 
was no way to fund this project this year. Mr. 
Mercantante said there was not and the current 



ordinance will not be done until next year. He 
said the money to fund projects are allocated 
one year and the work will not take place until 
the following year, unless the ordinance is 
approved early in the year. Ms. Elmiger then 
questioned why another study is being done 
because studies have already been done and the 
original Master Plan states that special 
consideration should be given to this project 
because the intersection is consistentiy eroding. 
She said that a couple of years ago Mr. 
Mercantante said that leftover funds were 
available and she remarked that the project is in 
a stalemate between the County and the 
Township. Mr. Mercantante said a study has to 
be done because the County is putting out an 
RFP to have the study done. Ms. Elmiger said 
that she doesn't think a new study will produce 
results that are any different. Mr. Mercantante 
said that assumptions can't be made and that is 
why the studies are being done. Ms. Elmiger 
asked if Middletown will be sitting in on that 
meeting. Mr. Mercantante said they have 
already agreed to be present. 

Bob Superti asked if the item in the 
ordinance about roof repairs has to do with the 
solar project and Mr. Mercantante said that it 
did. Mr. Superti said the Board of Education 
(BOE) has buildings with roofs that are not 
suitable for solar panels because they need to be 
replaced first. He said the BOE would not 
consider replacing the roofs early because it 
would not be cost effective in the overall 
project. Mr. Superti said it looks like this is the 
reason why the roofs were being replaced on 
Township buildings and wondered if the cost of 
replacement is being considered in the overall 
price in the solar project. He also asked how 
much would be saved in the 15 years of the 
solar project. Mr. Settembrino said over $2M. 
Mr. Superti said the savings by the BOE would 
be much more than $2M because the cost of 
their project is so much more. Mr. Nelson said 
the BOE project cost more because the canopies 
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the BOE are building cost more than the roof 
mounted systems the Township is building. Mr. 
Superti asked why the BOE savings are less in 
relation to the cost of their project. Mr. Fiore 
said that ground mounts are the cheapest and the 
canopies the BOE are using are the most 
expensive. Mr. Mercantante said the savings are 
not proportional because the BOE is using all 
canopies and the Township is doing a mix of 
canopies, ground and roof mounted systems. 
Also, the BOE is has higher consumption costs 
because they have bigger buildings and more of 
them. 

Carolyn Schwebel said she was having 
problems with the ordinance in that only the 
summary notice related to this was available on 
the Township website and she had to go the 
Clerk's office to get a copy of it. She wanted to 
know why the ordinance wasn't posted. 
Township Clerk, Heidi Brunt said the summary 
posted is what was sent to the newspapers and 
she could have emailed it to her if requested. 
Mrs. Schwebel said the ordinance stated that 
specifications for ADA (American with 
Disabilities Act) upgrades would be available in 
the Clerk's office. Mrs. Schwebel said she 
OPRA'd (Open Public Records Act) the plans 
requesting the specifications and was told there 
are no records on file as stated in the ordinance. 
Mrs. Schwebel said since there is no record of 
them in the Clerk's office then the ordinance is 
not valid as it is written and should not be voted 
upon. Mr. Nelson said he disagreed with her 
because the ADA transition plan has a schedule 
and it is constantly being updated. Mrs. 
Schwebel repeated that she was told they are not 
on file and it sounds like games are being 
played. She said she wondered if the Committee 
has more information in their packets detailing 
the improvements. Mr. Nelson said the ADA 
improvements can be removed from the packet 
if she wanted. Mrs. Schwebel said she is 
referring to the written ordinance and there are 
other items in the ordinance with the same 



problem of not being available. She said there 
seems to be a communication problem. She 
concluded by quoting Humpty Dumpty in Lewis 
Carroll's Through the Looking Glass saying 
'When I use a word,' Humpty Dumpty said, in 
rather a scornful tone, 'it means just what I 
choose it to mean — neither more nor less.' 'The 
question is,' said Alice, 'whether you can make 
words mean so many different things.' 'The 
question is,' said Humpty Dumpty, 'which is to 
be master — that's all.' Mrs. Schwebel 
concluded by saying the she would like to see 
more clarity and transparency. 

John Schwebel stated that the capital 
improvement ordinance is only five pages long 
and questioned why it is not posted on the 
website. After not receiving a response, he said 
he was under the impression that a trip to town 
hall was necessary to get a copy of it. Mr. 
Schwebel said that the ordinance says the plans 
are on file but the Clerk says no plans are on 
file. He pointed out that Mr. Nelson said the 
plans were the transitional plans drawn up years 
ago. Mr. Schwebel said nobody had any idea 
that is what this ordinance was referring to and 
there is a hole somewhere in this system. Mr. 
Mercantante said there was no hole and Mr. 
Schwebel said there is a hole because the Clerk 
said there was nothing on file and Mr. Nelson 
said it is on file. Mr. Mercantante said the 
transition plan lists all the projects that the town 
intends to do over a period of time to meet the 
ADA requirements. He said they are not going 
to design project specifications until money is in 
place to do the work. He said there will be a 
series of projects totaling $105K. Mr. Schwebel 
said the wording of the ordinance should be 
changed to state that the specifications are on 
file or to be on file because it is quite confusing. 

Leo Christofili said he was used to 
getting the whole package for a meeting while 
living in Tinton Falls, but he is only getting a 
portion of the agenda information in 
Middletown. He apologized for asking questions 
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that could have been answered if he had all of 
the information in front of him. He said a 
specification on the agenda is for $20.075M, but 
then it is reduced by $344,250. Mr. Christofili 
asked if any of the money is coming from 
surplus. Mr. Trasante said that some of the 
funds are coming from grants and Mr. 
Christofili wanted to know if a capital 
improvement fund was considered surplus. Mr. 
Trasante said no, the capital improvement fund 
is only to be used as a down payment on fully 
funded projects. Mr. Christofili asked what the 
full cost of issuance is in cash. Mr. Trasante said 
notes are issued and a fee is paid to the attorney 
equaling about $2K to $3K depending on the 
size of the note. Mr. Christofili asked about 
advertisement. Mr. Trasante said they have a list 
of bidders whom they will contact. Mr. 
Christofili stated that notes are short term bonds. 
He asked how many short term bonds need to be 
processed to get $1.733M with the 
accompanying attorney fees and how many of 
them will be rolled over into long term bonds 
that will have further issuing costs. Mr. Trasante 
said they are rolled over for the life of the bond 
ordinance. Mr. Christofili said Mr. Trasente 
used the words fees and notes. Mr. Christofili 
said he was trying to make distinctions and 
differentiations between notes and bonds. Mr. 
Trasante said he was only referring to one year 
notes. He said this ordinance says it is good for 
14 years and he can only reissue these notes for 
10 years. He said notes that are due in 5 or 10 
years will be paid when they are due. He said 
anything due after that 10 years will be bundled 
into a bond ordinance. Mr. Christofili then 
asked if they foresee having to transfer these 
notes into long term bonds or have to merge 
them with the MCIA. Mr. Trasante said when 
you're paying notes you can pay off as much as 
or as little as you want but then he said you 
can't pay as much as you want but he can decide 
which ones he wants to pay. He then said that 
was not correct. He said the notes have to be 



paid off in equal amounts and they will decide 
in ten years if the remaining debt will have to go 
to a bond unless they have the cash to pay it off. 
Mr. Christofili asked the mayor how much cash 
will be added to this bonded amount by paying 
interest over the 1 year, 5 year and 10 year life 
of the notes. Mr. Trasante gave an example of 
the last note issued was at .93%. He said if that 
rate applied to this ordinance it will cost 
$16,123 in interest during the first year and he 
added that no notes for this ordinance have been 
issued yet and won't be issued until next year. 
Mr. Christofili asked if he anticipated these 
being ten year notes. Mr. Trasante said he's 
working one year at a time to which Mr. 
Christofili said they are mortgaging the future 
by issuing 10 year notes. He said he mortgages 
houses and understands amortization. Mr. 
Trasente explained that no one talks about the 
total amount of interest being paid, but only 
discuss the rate they are paying. He said that 
makes things affordable today for people today 
and does not make the people here today pay for 
the people coming in the future. Mr. Christofili 
said the interest over the life of the note could 
be $200K because no one knows what the future 
holds. 

Linda Baum said she wanted to pick up 
on the previous conversation. She stated that 
notes don't have a payment schedule (like bonds 
do). Their debt can't be carried past their 
average life (like bonds). She said most of the 
projects listed in the ordinance are 15 to 20 
years and principal can be carried past the due 
date. Mr. Trasante said her statement was not 
accurate because Ms. Baum can't predict what 
he will do over the next 10 years. He said he 
will calculate the total cost and average it over 
the 14 years, which is the useful life of the 
ordinance and make payments accordingly. He 
said the amount of principle left after 10 years 
will be about 30% of the amount borrowed. Mr. 
Trasente said even with bonding he could go to 
the Local Finance Board (LFB) and request a 
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non-conforming payment schedule, but the 
Director is not doing that anymore. He said 
there is no guarantee of how it will be paid 
except for the way the CFO or those responsible 
for doing it at the time. Ms. Baum stated she 
was glad to see that they will try to repay these 
notes in a responsible manner, but they do not 
have a plan to follow because it is not in the law 
that they do so. She said as written, the 
ordinance states that the plans and specifications 
for the roof repairs and the ADA work are on 
file with the Clerk. Ms. Baum put in a request 
for the roof specifications. She said she 
requested the information per Ted Maloney's 
instruction but was told the information is not 
on file. Ms. Baum asked if the ordinance was 
going to be changed or will these specifications 
be on file. Mr. Mercantante said that they will 
be on file when the plans are drawn up. Ms. 
Baum asked why they were not already drawn 
up when dollar amounts were associated with 
the projects. Mr. Trasante said there are 
estimates for the projects and the wording will 
be changed in future ordinances. Ms. Baum said 
that in the spring, an RPF (Request for 
Proposal) was put out for roof work and she 
asked if these roofs are included. Mr. Maloney 
said he thought they were. Ms. Baum said the 
Township rejected the bids because the 
specifications were incorrect. She said she asked 
what type of material would be used on these 
roofs and was told it was the same type that was 
specified in the bid rejection from last spring. 
Mr. Maloney said he assumed they would be the 
same and didn't have the spec list that was 
prepared by the roofer. Ms. Baum asked why it 
was said that EPDM roofing material is not 
good to use with solar panels. Mr. Settembrino 
said that the materials are only good for 15 to 20 
years but the panels are good for 20 to 25 years. 
Mr. Mercantante said that he will ask the 
contractor for a warrantee that meets or exceeds 
the life of the panels. 



All Committee members voted to adopt this 
ordinance. Mr. Scharfenberger said that 
Middletown has an AA bond rating. He said 
they pay down debt faster than it is incurred and 
they are very cautious about bonding.

COMMITTEE COMMENTS 

Mr. Settembrino thanked the County for 
opening Hubbard Ave. ahead of schedule. He 
then said the solar project will be led by the 
MCIA with the awarding of a contract in the 
end of November. 

Mr. Massell had no comments. 

Mr. Scharfenberger said he attended a 
program at the VFW to honor the past 
commanders. He added that the VFW does 
many charitable events like scholarships and the 
upcoming Veteran's Parade to which he added 
his hope for good weather. He said this past 
Saturday was the Drug and Alcohol Alliance 
breakfast. He ended by congratulating Mr. 
Settembrino on the birth of his twins. 

Mrs. Brightbill said she went to a great 
event last week at St. Mary's. She said they 
planted a tree and she is happy of the 
commitment they have made to going green and 
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that they are teaching the younger students. Mrs. 
Brightbill then said the Great Race is on 
Saturday, October 22 at High School South, the 
Halloween Hullabaloo is at Poricy Park on 
Friday, October 28 and the Holiday Train Ride 
is on December 10. Details can be found on the 
Township website. 

Mr. Fiore thanked Mr. Bacher from the 
MCI A for his input tonight on the solar project. 
He said the Township is always looking for new 
revenue streams and savings, and this project 
has potential savings for the Township of $2M 
over the next 15 years, $2.5M for the schools 
and upwards of $.5M for the Sewerage 
Authority. Mr. Fiore then turned his attention to 
the dredging of Shadow Lake and said there will 
be a meeting with the State and a public hearing 
on November 14 at 6pm to begin the process. 

PUBLIC COMMENTS 

Donna Kuntz asked about Resolution 
11-250 and if the project was completed. Mr. 
Maloney said that it was not finished and he will 
look into the expected completion date. She then 
reminded the Committee that there are 
outstanding damages on her property from 
previous work there and she has submitted all 
the information they have requested and also 
wrote a letter to Mr. Mercantante which she 
wants all Committee members to read. Ms. 
Kuntz said she has done research on Capital 
Improvements which state that a homeowner 
should be reimbursed for any damages and she 
questioned why her property is being treated 
differently. At this point Mr. Nelson advised all 
Committee members not to make any 
comments. Ms. Kuntz said she understands their 
legal concerns but asked if it would be better if 
they just lived up to their obligations. Mr. Fiore 
said they had no comments. 

Melanie Elmiger asked if there was a 
timeline for the completion of installation of the 
water line on Middletown Lincroft Rd. Mr. 
Mercantante said that it is a long term project 



and he will try to get a revised schedule. He said 
that the project was stalled because of the storm. 
Ms. Elminger then asked if there was a public 
meeting on Capital Improvements. Mr. 
Mercantante said that in some years they have a 
workshop meeting but this year there were few 
choices so this is the public meeting. Ms. 
Elmiger said she had been looking at the 
Township website specifically for meeting 
information on Capital Improvements and said 
the banner only listed changes for a Library 
board meeting that few attend. She said she felt 
Capital Improvements were important and no 
notice was given. Mr. Mercantante said she 
could come in at any time to submit a request 
for a capital improvement and it is kept on file 
to be reviewed each year. Ms. Elmiger then 
asked about a possible grant for Acme Rd. Mr. 
Mercantante said there are very few grants 
available for road improvement projects. Ms. 
Elmiger said she felt that Thompson Park Day 
was mobbed and the traffic was horrendous as 
an unintended consequence of Middletown Day 
being cancelled. Mr. Fiore vehementiy 
disagreed with her regarding traffic. He said he 
was there from llam-l:30pm and he did not see 
any traffic coming down Middletown- Lincroft 
Road. Ms. Elmiger said the event started at 11 
and nobody arrived until later and the traffic 
was on Rt. 520. Mr. Fiore said they had to 
cancel Middletown Day because they cut $4M 
from the budget and reduced Parks and 
Recreation to Mr. Silva and a part-time 
employee. He said they did not get responses 
from vendors to off -set expenses and 
Middletown Day will have to be re-tooled from 
a Township based day to a community based 
day. When Ms. Elmiger tried to emphasize her 
belief that the consequences of cancelling 
Middletown Day resulted in the chaos on 
Thompson Day she was drowned out by Mr. 
Fiore saying he did not agree with her. 

Maggie Gartside said she has school age 
children that are not bussed to school. She spoke 
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to people at the school requesting a guardrail 
installed along Hubbard Ave. and has not 
received a response. She said she believes there 
are grants available called Low Cost Local Road 
Safety Solutions which are available to 
accomplish this. She compared the 
superintendents' compensation with this safety 
issue. Mr. Fiore said the compensation for the 
superintendent is a school issue and Hubbard 
Ave. is a County road. He said they are meeting 
with a County Engineer tomorrow and will 
discuss this. 

Bob Superti had a question regarding 
Resolution 11-259 not being on the agenda. Mr. 
Fiore said it was located on the last page. 

Leo Christofili had questions regarding 
the dredging of Shadow Lake and the dredge 
spoils after they are de-watered. He asked if 
they will test it to be sure it is detoxified before 
it is moved. Mr. Mercantante said that the 
dredge material will remain contaminated and 
will be moved to a place that accepts the spoils. 
Mr. Christofili then referred to the comment of 
assurance Mr. Scharfenberger made to the 
audience about the cash debt service being 
retired in a greater amount than the increase in 
new debt service. Mr. Nelson said yes it is. Mr. 
Christofili said then he should expect to see the 
cash debt service reduced. Mr. Fiore replied that 
Moody's gives us such a high rating because we 
retire debt at a faster rate, but it doesn't happen 
all of the time. Mr. Scharfenberger interjected 
that we pay for Green Acres with a dedicated 
tax outside our budget. Mr. Christofili referred 
to an article he read stating that Middletown will 
save over $793K in benefits and retirements and 
he questioned where that saving will show up in 
the 2012 budget. Mr. Trasente said it will be 
incorporated in the pension money. He said it 
will be a decrease in our bill. Mr. Trasente said 
they are not actually giving us money, they are 
just decreasing our bill. He said the bill for 2012 
will be $450k less for pensions. Mr. Christofili 
continued by referring to a newspaper letter by 



Carol Fowler that says Middletown' s total debt 
is $72M. Mr. Christofili wanted to know what 
the outstanding debt service is for Middletown 
and the full sum of the interest. Mr. Fiore stated 
that Middletown's debt is $70M. He said 
however that that money has been spent on open 
space, road improvements, fire and emergency 
apparatus, the Department of Public Works 
(DPW) equipment and other things of that 
nature, like roofs. He insisted that $70M is only 
.7% of the $298M that Middletown is permitted 
to borrow. Mr. Christofili reiterated that he 
sticks with the term of debt service and defines 
it as the total principal and interest that is owed. 
Mr. Scharfenberger interjected that we have a 
voter approved dedicated Open Space tax and 
insisted they are not bonding recklessly. Mr. 
Christofili acknowledged the Open Space tax 
but said his definition of debt service is 
principal on borrowed money not dedicated fees 
paid by the taxpayer. He said he is specifically 
referring to borrowed money called the principal 
and the interest in cash amount. Mr. Christofili 
said his question again is what is the outstanding 
debt service for Middletown? He said he 
requested this information and spoke to Mr. 
Trasante but the information he was given only 
goes up to 2009 and the interest is only given in 
percentage. He said he is still waiting for this 
information for 2010, as it was requested in 
April. He asked how he can participate in 
government if the information he is given does 
not say how much is spent in cash. Mr. Fiore 
said they will look into this and asked if he had 
spoken to Mr. Trasente. Mr. Christofili said he 
did and he received his paperwork from him. 
Mr. Trasente said Mr. Christofili did not get his 
paperwork from him and he didn't know what it 
was. Mr. Christofili said there is no interest in 
the document other than percentage. Mr. Nelson 
added that if he knew what the interest rate was 
for the future he would make a lot of money on 
Wall Street. Mr. Trasente added that the 
document is the debt service schedule that is in 
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the audit and lists all of the interest rates. He 
said Mr. Christofili can calculate it on his own. 
Mr. Trasente said it is impossible to look into 
the future as to what the interest rates are going 
to be. He said the annual debt statement only 
shows the amount of debt that was authorized to 
be issued and it does not tell the full amount it 
was bonded for. He said he cannot tell the 
interest rate for each year going forward 
because there are notes that are reissued each 
year and he doesn't know what their future 
interest rate will be. Mr. Christofili said he has 
papers from Craig Marshal, County Treasurer in 
Freehold, with the amortization of all County 
bonded money by year which includes principal 
and interest in cash and also includes the entire 
debt service in cash. He said he got the same 
thing from Tinton Falls. Mr. Trasente started to 
say that he made photo copies of all the 
schedules they have that are in the form of 
bonds. At this point Mr. Fiore said that the 
conversation would have to wrap up and Mr. 
Christofili could stay after the meeting to 
discuss it further. Mr. Christofili however 
continued saying he felt that all of this 
information should be readily accessible to the 
public and then the public will know that the 
Townships debt is $72M plus what that equals 
in interest. Mr. Fiore said they can discuss this 
with the CFO but he felt that no one in the 
world looks at their mortgage and says they owe 
$1.8M on a $400,000 home. He said you can't 
predict if you do adjustable financing like the 
Township. Mr. Fiore said he disagreed that the 
Township authorized $70M but it cost $103M. 

John Schewbel said when the Committee 
has no comment because of the potential threat 
of litigation it inhibits the ability of (the end of 
his sentence was not completed because Mr. 
Fiore interrupted). Mr. Fiore said it could be 
hurtful to the taxpayers if comments lead to 
litigation and they have to take their attorney's 
advice. Mr. Nelson said "answers were provided 
on issues until specific questions were raised 



that specifically relate to the issues being raised 
in litigation." Mr. Schewbel then talked about 
the lax participation in his neighborhood with 
regards to recycling and asked for ways to 
improve it. Mr. Fiore said they are considering 
all options when garbage contracts are up like 
single stream recycling and other avenues. He 
agreed that they need to do more. Mr. Schwebel 
then commented that he was surprised 
Township officials are against the Methadone 
Clinic on Hwy 35 since the Drug Alliance is in 
favor of it because of the amount of drug use in 
Middletown. He asked if there were any existing 
problems with it. Mr. Mercantante said that 
there aren't any major issues and as far as being 
opposed to the clinic, it is open. 

Linda Baum asked about a parcel of land 
referred to at a previous Committee meeting that 
was sold for $1,500 but was assessed for $6,000 
in 2008. She said in 2009 the assessed value 
went down to $1,300. She questioned why the 
value dropped so much. Mr. Mercantante said 
the property was reassessed because it was over 
assessed. Ms. Baum then asked about the 
procedure to release the 2010 audit and when it 
will be released. Mr. Trasente said the 
procedure to release it involves the Committee 
getting the chance to review and question it. He 
said a resolution will be on the agenda for the 
next meeting on November 21, for a vote. Ms. 
Baum stated the next meeting is November 3. 
Mr. Trasente said there was only one meeting in 
November. Ms. Baum said the Township 
website states the next meeting will be on 
November 7. She was told that there is no 
meeting and Ms. Baum said they need to update 
the website. Ms. Baum ended by asking if the 
$70M referred to earlier was just principal and 
Mr. Trasente confirmed that is just principal. 

No other members of the public had 
comments and the meeting was adjourned.

GUARANTY ORDINANCE OF THE TOWNSHIP OF MIDDLETOWN, NEW JERSEY, 
SECURING THE MONMOUTH COUNTY IMPROVEMENT AUTHORITY'S COUNTY 
OF MONMOUTH GUARANTEED RENEWABLE ENERGY PROGRAM LEASE 
REVENUE BONDS (COUNTY OF MONMOUTH PROGRAM), SERIES 2011 
(FEDERALLY TAXABLE MIDDLETOWN PROJECT) IN AN AGGREGATE 
PRINCIPAL AMOUNT NOT TO EXCEED $8,653,000 

WHEREAS, the Monmouth County Improvement Authority (including any successors 
and assigns, the "Authority") has been duly created by resolution duly adopted by the Board of 
Chosen Freeholders (the "Board of Freeholders''') of the County of Monmouth (the "County") in 
the State of New Jersey (the "State") as a public body corporate and politic of the State pursuant 
to and in accordance with the county improvement authorities law, constituting Chapter 183 of 
the Pamphlet Laws of 1960 of the State, and the acts amendatory thereof and supplemental 
thereto (the "Act"), and other applicable law; 

WHEREAS, the Authority has developed a program (the "Renewable Energy Program") 
for the financing, design, permitting, acquisition, construction, installation, operation and 
maintenance of renewable energy capital equipment and facilities such as solar panels, wind 
turbines, and hydro-electric, bio-diesel, geothermal, and bio-mass facilities, including any related 
electrical modifications, work related to the maintenance of roof warranties, or other work 
required, desirable or convenient for the installation of such systems (collectively, the renewable 
energy capital equipment and facilities, the "Renewable Energy Projects") for and on behalf of 
the County and local governmental units within the County, including without limitation 
municipalities, boards of education for school districts, local authorities and any other local 
government instrumentalities, public bodies or other local government entities; collectively, 
including the County, the "Local Units"); 

WHEREAS, the Renewable Energy Projects procured under the Renewable Energy 
Program are to be installed on, in, affixed or adjacent to and/or for any other Local Unit 
controlled buildings, other structures, lands or other properties of the Local Units (collectively, 
the "Local Unit Facilities"); 

WHEREAS, the primary goal of the Renewable Energy Program is to expand the use of 
renewable energy sources available and utilized by the Local Units for their Local Unit 
Facilities, with the attendant environmental and financial benefits associated thereby, and to 
reduce the energy related operating costs to the Local Units for their Local Unit Facilities; 

WHEREAS, the Authority is presently funding the engineering, energy consulting, legal, 
financial advisory and other preliminary costs of the initial tranche (the "Initial Tranche") of its 
Renewable Energy Program necessary, desirable or convenient for the development and 
implementation of the Renewable Energy Program (the "Preliminary Program Costs") prior to 
the issuance of the Authority's hereinafter defined Series 2011 Bonds and Series 2011 Local 
Unit Bonds; 
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WHEREAS, in order to implement the Initial Tranche of the Renewable Energy 
Program, the Authority has determined to finance the respective Renewable Energy Projects and 
Capital Improvement Projects, if any, on, in or about the respective Local Unit Facilities, all as 
set forth on Exhibits A, B and C, to the Local Unit License Agreement for each of the following 
participating Local Units: 

(i) Borough of Eatontown, Township of Middletown, Upper Freehold 
Township and Borough of Tinton Falls (collectively, the "Municipal 
Series 2011 Local Units"); and 

(ii) Manalapan Board of Education, Middletown Board of Education and 
Upper Freehold Township Board of Education (collectively, the "Board of 
Education Series 2011 Local Units"); and 

(iii) Monmouth County Vocational Technical School (collectively, the 
"County Series 2011 Local Units"); 

(each a "Series 2011 Local Unit", and together with any additional local governmental units 
within the County that might be added or removed by the Authority to the Initial Tranche 
pursuant to the hereinafter defined Local Finance Board Application or otherwise, collectively, 
the "Series 2011 Local Units"), through the issuance by the Authority of one or more series of 
bonds entitled "County of Monmouth Guaranteed Renewable Energy Program Pooled Lease 
Revenue Bonds, Series 2011 (Federally Taxable)" dated their date of delivery, Outstanding (as 
defined in the bond resolution pursuant to which the hereinafter defined Series 201 1 Bonds are to 
be issued) in the aggregate principal amount (including Sinking Fund Installments, if any, as 
such term is defined in the bond resolution pursuant to which the Series 2011 Local Unit Bonds 
are to be issued) not to exceed $8,653,000 (the "Series 2011 Bonds"); 

WHEREAS, in order to implement the Initial Tranche of the Renewable Energy 
Program, the Authority has determined that the proceeds of the Series 201 1 Bonds shall be used 
to acquire a separate series of bonds for each Series 2011 Local Unit entitled "County of 
Monmouth Guaranteed Renewable Energy Program Lease Revenue Bonds, Series 2011 
(Federally Taxable - Middletown Project" dated their date of delivery (the "Series 2011 Local 
Unit Bonds"); 

WHEREAS, the payment of the principal (including mandatory sinking fund 
installments, if any) in an aggregate principal amount not to exceed and interest rates not to 
exceed the maximum amounts and rates set forth in the Local Finance Board Application on the 
Series 2011 Local Unit Bonds, but not any redemption premium shall be fully, unconditionally 
and irrevocably guaranteed in accordance with (i) with the terms of a guaranty ordinance of the 
hereinafter defined Participant to be finally adopted by its governing body, (ii) by a guaranty 
certificate to be executed by an authorized officer of the Participant within each Series 2011 
Local Unit Bond and (iii) a "Participant Guaranty Agreement (Monmouth County Guaranteed 
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Renewable Energy Program, Series 201 1) to be dated as of the first day of the month of issuance 
of the Series 201 1 Local Unit Bonds (as the same may be amended and supplemented from time 
to time in accordance with its terms, the "Participant Guaranty Agreement"} by and between the 
Participant and the Authority, as acknowledged by the hereinafter defined Company and any 
credit facility provider, if any setting forth, among other things, the Participant's obligation to 
make any such guaranty payments in accordance with and within the parameters set forth in the 
guaranty ordinance and the bond resolution pursuant to which the Series 2011 Local Unit Bonds 
are to be issued (collectively, the "Participant Guaranty"), all pursuant to Section 37 ("Section 
37") of the Act (N.J.S.A. 40:37A-80); 

WHEREAS, the payment of the principal (including mandatory sinking fund 
installments, if any) in an aggregate principal amount not to exceed and interest rates not to 
exceed the maximum amounts and rates set forth in the Local Finance Board Application on the 
Series 2011 Local Unit Bonds, but not any redemption premium shall be fully, unconditionally 
and irrevocably guaranteed in accordance with (i) with the terms of a guaranty ordinance of the 
County to be finally adopted by the Board of Freeholders, (ii) by a guaranty certificate to be 
executed by an authorized officer of the County within each Series 2011 Local Unit Bond and 
(iii) a "County Guaranty Agreement (Monmouth County Guaranteed Renewable Energy 
Program, Series 201 1)" to be dated as of the first day of the month of issuance of the Series 201 1 
Local Unit Bonds (as the same may be amended and supplemented from time to time in 
accordance with its terms, the "County Guaranty Agreement") by and between the County and 
the Authority, as acknowledged by the Company and any credit facility provider, if any setting 
forth, among other things, the County's obligation to make any such guaranty payments in 
accordance with and within the parameters set forth in the guaranty ordinance and the bond 
resolution pursuant to which the Series 2011 Local Unit Bonds are to be issued (collectively, the 
"County Guaranty"), all pursuant to Section 37 ("Section 37") of the Act (N.J.S.A. 40:37A-80); 

WHEREAS, prior to the issuance of the Series 2011 Bonds and Series 2011 Local Unit 
Bonds and in accordance with N.J.S.A. 40A:5A-6, 7 and 8 of the Local Authorities Fiscal 
Control Law, the Authority shall have made an application (the "Local Finance Board 
Application") to, and seek, obtain, and officially recognize the findings from, the Local Finance 
Board (the "Local Finance Board") in the Department of Local Government Services of the 
State Department of Community Affairs; 

WHEREAS, the governing body of the Series 2011 Local Unit adopting this resolution 
(the "Participant") desires to authorize the Authority and its consultants to submit the Local 
Finance Board Application on their behalf to finance the Renewable Energy Project(s) for the 
Participant (the "Participant Project") (it being understood that the Participant is taking no 
action in connection with the other Renewable Energy Projects of the other Series 2011 Local 
Units); 
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WHEREAS, upon or prior to the issuance of the Series 2011 Bonds and Series 2011 
Local Unit Bonds, and in accordance with (i) N.J.S.A. 40A:ll-4.1(k) of the Local Public 
Contracts Law, (ii) Local Finance Board Notice 2008-20, December 3, 2008, Contracting for 
Renewable Energy Services, (iii) the State Board of Public Utilities ("BPU") protocol for 
measuring energy savings in PPA agreements dated February 20, 2009 (Public Entity Energy 
Efficiency and Renewable Energy Cost Savings Guidelines), (iv) Local Finance Board Notice 
2009-10 dated June 12, 2009, Contracting for Renewable Energy Services: Update on Power 
Purchase Agreements, and (v) all other applicable law, and pursuant to a competitive contracting 
process governed thereby, which shall include a request for solar developer proposals to be 
issued by the Authority (the "Company REP") and the receipt of proposals from prospective 
solar developers, including that (the "Company Proposal") of the successful respondent (the 
"Company"), the Authority shall select the Company to (y) design, permit, acquire, construct, 
install, operate and maintain the Renewable Energy Projects and (z) design, permit, acquire, 
construct, renovate, and install the Capital Improvement Projects, if any, in both cases for the 
designated Local Unit Facilities of such Series 2011 Local Units, with such Renewable Energy 
Program terms to be set forth in the Company documents to be entered into between the 
Company and, at a minimum, the Authority, or acknowledged by the Company, as applicable: 

WHEREAS, the pricing terms for the purchase of renewable energy generated electricity 
produced from the Participant Project and sold through the Authority to the Participant, and 
bought by the Participant at an agreed upon price lower than that presently being paid by the 
Participant for electricity from its local utility, which pricing terms shall be competitively 
procured through the Company RFP process and the Company Proposal, shall be established 
under the Authority's Renewable Energy Program for an initial term no greater than 15 years, 
simultaneously with, or prior to the issuance of the Series 2011 Bonds and Series 2011 Local 
Unit Bonds; and 

WHEREAS, the Participant understands and acknowledges that by taking this official 
action, the Participant intends to participate in the Authority's Series 2011 Local Unit Renewable 
Energy Program to fund the Participant Project, and that the Authority is taking several actions in 
reliance upon such action, including without limitation seeking the required approvals from the 
Local Finance Board to issue the Series 2011 Bonds and Series 2011 Local Unit Bonds, as set 
forth in the Local Finance Board Application, and proceeding with the issuance of the Company 
RFP, the selection of the Company, the establishment of the renewable energy pricing under the 
Company Proposal, and the marketing, sale and issuance of the Series 2011 Bonds and Series 
2011 Local Unit Bonds. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE TOWNSHIP COMMITTEE 
OF THE TOWNSHIP OF MIDDLETOWN, NEW JERSEY, as follows: 

Section 1. This guaranty ordinance shall be adopted by the governing body of the 
Participant in the manner provided for adoption of a bond ordinance as provided in the Local 
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Bond Law, constituting Chapter 169 of the Pamphlet Laws of 1960 of the State, as amended (the 
"Local Bond Law"). 

Section 2. Pursuant to and in accordance with the terms of the Act, specifically 
Section 37, the Participant is hereby authorized to and hereby shall fully, unconditionally and 
irrevocably guarantee the punctual payment of the principal, when due, of (including sinking 
fund installments, if any) and interest on the Series 2011 Local Unit Bonds in an aggregate 
principal amount not exceeding $8,653,000, which Series 2011 Local Unit Bonds are to be 
issued to finance the Participant Project as described in the preambles hereof. Notwithstanding 
the provisions of any other Renewable Energy Program document, upon the endorsement of the 
Series 2011 Local Unit Bonds referred to in Section 3 below by an authorized officer of the 
Participant, the Participant shall be fully, unconditionally and irrevocably obligated to pay, when 
due, the principal of (including sinking fund installments, if any) and interest on the Series 2011 
Local Unit Bonds to the extent the Trustee, for any reason, has insufficient monies on any such 
payment dates to pay the principal of and interest on the Series 2011 Local Unit Bonds in full 
when due on any such payment dates, in the same manner and to the same extent as in the case 
of bonds issued by the Participant, and accordingly, the Participant shall be fully, unconditionally 
and irrevocably obligated to levy ad valorem taxes upon all the taxable property within the 
Participant for the payment thereof without limitation as to rate or amount. This full, 
unconditional and irrevocable guaranty of the Participant effected hereby to pay the principal of 
(including sinking fund installments, if any) and interest on the Series 2011 Local Unit Bonds 
when due in accordance with the terms hereof and of the Renewable Energy Program documents 
may not be waived, setoff or otherwise abrogated by action or inaction of the Authority, the 
Participant or for any other reason. 

Section 3. The Mayor of the Participant (the "Mayor") shall, by manual or facsimile 
signature, and is hereby directed to execute an endorsement on each of the Series 2011 Local 
Unit Bonds evidencing this guaranty by the Participant as to the punctual payment of the 
principal of (including sinking fund installments, if any), when due, and interest thereon.

ORDINANCE REZONING CERTAIN PARCELS IN CONJUNCTION WITH SETTLEMENT AGREEMENT 

WITH BAMM HOLLOW, LLC 

WHEREAS, Bamm Hollow, LLC is the owner of certain real property located in Middletown Township, County 
of Monmouth, known and designated as Block 1048, Lots 35, 66 & 68 and Block 1049, Lots 10, 11, 16, & 51, as shown 
on the Middletown Township Tax Map constituting approximately 280 acres; and 

WHEREAS, on December 20, 2005, the Township of Middletown ("Township") petitioned the former New 
Jersey Council on Affordable Housing ("COAH") for substantive certification in connection with the Township's third 
round affordable housing obligation based on the original third round COAH rules adopted in 2004; and 

WHEREAS, on March 20, 2006, Bamm Hollow filed objections to the Township's petition for substantive 
certification; and 

WHEREAS, on January 25, 2007, the Appellate Division invalidated COAH's original third round rules that had 
been adopted in 2004 and under which the Township developed its housing plan in 2005; and 

WHEREAS, on June 2, 2008, COAH adopted revised third round rules, with amendments adopted on October 
20, 2008, requiring the Township to file an amended third round COAH plan by December 31, 2008; and 

WHEREAS, on December 31, 2008, the Township re-petitioned COAH for substantive certification on the basis 
of an amended housing plan adopted by the Township Committee on December 11, 2008; and 

WHEREAS, Bamm Hollow filed objections that resulted in COAH-sponsored mediation proceedings with the 
Township during which Bamm Hollow presented a proposal for 1,204 multifamily units, including hundreds of low 
income housing units, in which the Township was ordered to keep confidential as part of the mediation process; and 

WHEREAS, over Bamm Hollow's objections, on October 14, 2009, COAH granted substantive certification to 
the Township of its Housing Plan which did not include Bamm Hollow on October 14, 2009, which then filed an appeal in 
the Appellate Division; and 

WHEREAS, on October 8, 2010, the Appellate Division issued its decision in the appeals of COAH's revised 
third round rules at N.J.A.C. 5:96 and 5:97 in which the Court reversed and remanded portions of COAH's revised third 
round rules, including the use of the growth share methodology for determining third round prospective affordable 
housing obligations; and 



WHEREAS, in response to the Appellate Division's decision, on October 19, 2010, Bamm Hollow filed a 
motion for Summary Disposition seeking site specific relief to construct 1,204 multi-family units including hundreds of 
low income housing units to which the Township filed briefs in opposition to; and 

WHEREAS, on November 19, 2010, Bamm Hollow's motion for summary disposition was denied; and 

WHEREAS, on December 8, 2010 the Township's application for a stay before COAH was granted pending the 
outcome of a decision by the Courts regarding the revised third round rules, however, the litigation with Bamm Hollow 
was not stayed and had been an ongoing concern; and 

WHEREAS, given the lack of legislative action to reform the arbitrary court-imposed affordable housing quotas 
imposed upon the Township, continued uncertainty as to what course of action the New Jersey Supreme Court may take 
with respect to these obligations for which the Township has petitioned the Supreme Court against, and the parties having 
negotiated in good faith to come to a reasonable resolution of this matter that has cost taxpayers significantly over the 
course of many years; and 

WHEREAS, on May 16, 2011, pursuant to Resolution No. 11-169, the parties reached a Settlement Agreement 
whereby Bamm Hollow would be permitted to construct up to 190 single-family homes on average lots of approximately 
one acre, with no low income housing units, while preserving approximately 120 acres of land through municipal 
dedication and conservation easements; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the Settlement Agreement, escrow was posted to retain an independent professional 
planner to assist in the drafting of a zoning ordinance establishing specific development standards in conformity with the 
terms of the Settlement Agreement entered into between the parties including both the Township Committee and the 
Planning Board. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED by the Township Committee of the Township of Middletown in the 
County of Monmouth, State of New Jersey that section 16-906.1 be added to the Code of the Township of Middletown, as 
follows: 

SECTION I. RR Rural Residential Zone Single-Family. 

The purpose of this zone shall be to provide for planned development of large tracts of suitable land in rural settings for 
low density single family residential homes as well as substantial undeveloped land area devoted to municipal purposes 
and placed into conservation easements across private lands. Average and minimum lot sizes shall be established as set 
forth in this Section to provide flexibility in subdivision design to better conserve natural resources, preserve rural 
character and to create appropriate perimeter setbacks.

3. Any lot created in accordance with this section that has a width at the front yard setback line of less than 
120', except for those lots that have frontage on an existing arterial or collector road, or that has 
environmental constraints on the lot shall be exempt from Section 16-619. B(4), "Residential Garages,"

4. Temporary construction trailers shall be permitted where active construction work is proposed. Such 
trailers shall not be placed on-site until building permits have been issued and in no cases more than 
seven days prior to the commencement of work. Trailers shall not remain on-site more than seven days 
after completion of all work. Temporary construction trailers shall not be placed within the right-of-way 
of any improved public road. 

5. For the purposes of Section 16-606, "Buffer Areas and Screening," West Front Street shall be 
considered an arterial roadway, and Sunnyside Road shall be considered a collector roadway. 

6. Where any portion of a parcel or tract of land to be developed in accordance with this Section is located 
within 500 feet of a County recreational facility, active recreational facilities per Section 16-629, 
"Active Recreation Areas," shall not be required as part of the subdivision. 

7. Any development in this zone shall be subject to the Developer's Fee Ordinance which funds the 
Affordable Housing Trust Fund. 

8. If the amount of land dedicated for municipal purposes and placed in conservation easements is greater 
than 35% of the total tract area and not less than 100 acres, the applicant's contribution to the 
Township's Environmental Contribution Fund shall be reduced by 35 percent. 

9. If the amount of land dedicated for municipal purposes and placed in conservation easements is greater 
than 35% of the total tract area and not less than 100 acres, additional compliance with Section 16-651, 
"Wooded Areas," shall not be required. 

10. Stormwater basins may be located on land to be dedicated to the municipality. Stormwater facilities on 
municipal land shall be maintained by a Homeowners' Association or similar entity. 

11. Subdivisions designed in accordance with this Section, which comply with the required municipal 
purpose land dedication and conservation easement requirements, shall not be required to provide 
additional landscaping required per Section 16-622, "Landscaping and Shade Trees". 

12. Section 16-641, "Street Design and Construction." Specifically, as required in this Ordinance section, 
Section 16-903(D), proposed roadways shall meet any of the following street type requirements from 
N.J.A.C. 5:21: Residential Access (Type A) - Low Intensity street with parallel parking, Residential 
Access (Type C) - High Intensity street with no parking, or Residential Neighborhood. 

13. Section 16-401(B).20.: "Boring Logs". Section 16-903(D) is hereby modified for developments of 100 
acres or more proposing a minimum of 35% of the total tract area dedicated for municipal purposes, 



placed in conservation easements and dedicated for right-of-way. Soil Boring information shall be 
submitted to the Board Engineer as follows: one (1) boring not less than eight (8') feet below the 
proposed grade or twelve (12') feet minimum depth shall be made for every twenty (20) acres or portion 
thereof on the remaining areas of the tract.
